1. ON AFTERNOON AUGUST 20, NINETEEN COUNTRIES, INCLUDING 
THE US, SUBMITTED TO UN SECRETARIAT ITEM, EXPLANATORY 
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FROM THOSE IN REF (B). COSPONSORS WERE: CANADA, COSTA 
RICA, ERG, JAPAN, NEW ZEALAND, GRENADA, THE NETHERLANDS, 

UK, PARAGUAY, US, GABON, BELGIUM, BOLIVIA, DOMINICAN 
REPUBLIC, GUATEMALA, HAITI, HONDURAS, NICARAGUA, AND 
URUGUAY. ALTHOUGH CAR, LISTED ON ROLL OE COSPONSORS 
REPORTED REE (A), LACK OE WORD TO DATE OF PRESIDENT 
BOKASSA'S CONCURRENCE ON COSPONSORSHIP (REP D), LED 
HOPEPULLY TO VERY TEMPORARY OMISSION OP CAR FROM LIST 
OF COSPONSORS. ADDITIONALLY, EL SAL SALVADOR MISSION 
AWAITING AUTHORITY TO COSPONSOR. WHILE COLOMBIA'S 
MISSION TOLD COSTA RICA'S MISSION AUGUST 20 THAT COLOMBIA 
WOULD NOT COSPONSOR PRIENDLY RESOLUTION 1976, ROK

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM ON THE KOREAN UNIEICATION ISSUE. THE
